WIDTH OF THE CROW'’S NEST 
PaSs. 

Vancouver World, of the 23rd, 


says: Numerous contradictory state- 
ments have appeared regarding the 
width of the Crow’s Nest Pass, some 
asserting that the pass is so cortract- 
ed that “there is no room for more 
than one railway bed, while others 
state thet there is room for half a 
dozen. As good an authority on the 
subject as can be obtained is W. T. 
Jennings, C. E., of Toronto, who has 
gone over the route from Fort. Mac- 
Leod to the East Kootenay four 
times in all, and has walked over the 
pass and ridden and driven through 
‘it. His last visit was in the autumn 
| of 1893, when he was there in the in- 
| terests of the British Columbia South- 
era railway. To a Globe reporter ; 
recently, Mr.Jennings showed a plast- 
er cast of the pass and the adjacent 
mountain district, which he is making, 
and traced the course of the pass 
across the mountains. Up the Crow’s 
| Nest Creek the pass, though contract- 
ed, is not unduly narrow, and the 
proms aré easy, much easier in 
‘fact than those of the C. P. R. track 
at present used. All that- would be 
necessary would be for the govern- 
ment to exercise supervision to see 
| that the line is so located as not to 
| block the way of any future lines. At 
'the Crow’s Nest Lake the main difti- 
culty occurs. The C. P. R. had at 
the time of Mr. Jennings’ visit graded 
the pass up ‘to this point and had 
made a commencement at a rock cut- 
| ting in the steep bank of the lake 

The line laid out by the C. P. R. 

| located along the north side of the 
lake, at the foot of minor mountains 
|forming the spurs of Crow’s Nest 
| Mountains; these are very steep on 
the lake side. Another line to run 
along that side of the lake would have 
jeither to widen the cutting thus 
started by the C. P. R. or to get run- 
ning powers over the rails. The 
southern side of the lake is of much 
the same nature as the northern, and 
a similar cutting might be made along 
it. A bay of the lake at the western 
end trends south, and the southern 
banks of this bay are more precipitous 
than thegbanks elsewhere. If this 
bay should not prove too steep it 
could be bridged; in this case the south- 
ern bank would be just as practicable 
as the northern. From Crow’s’ Nest 
Lake to Summit Lake is a rise of 
about 20 feet. Either shore of Sum- 
Lake 


mit affords an equally good 
| location for a line. Summit Lake 
marks the apex of the pass. The 


| descent of the Michel Creek and Elk 
| River valleys is easy, and the same 
remarks applies to them ; that with 
proper care there is room for. several 
| lines. 
| line decends into Michel Creek valley, 
and finds in front of it the immense 
horn-shaped mountain—or rather a 
timber-ciad hill—the tip of the curv- 
horn lying to the north and 
Michel Creek running along its south- 
east side to empty at the apex of the | 
ridge into the Elk river, which passes | 
along its northwest base. This tim- 
bered, hilly ridge contains the great 
coal beds, and the line of the C C. P. R. 
is accordingly laid on the left bank of 
the Elk river, next tc this hill. Down 
the Elk river both sides are practiable 
for railway construction, the side sel- 
ected being perhaps the easier; it is 
certainly the most suitable, as it skirts 
the mountain side containing the 
principal body of coal. Well “down 
the Elk at Elk River bridge the line 

diverges from vhe river to the north- 
ward and descends along the gentle 

slope of the East Kootenay, w hich it 
is likely will be crossed a few miles 
| south of Fort Steele. Fromghe fore- 
going it is apparent that no engineer- 
ing difficulties occur on the route to 
the point described, and that the cost 
| will not be excessive.

Eprror BuLuerin. 


Dear Sir: - After being pressed to 
show what was done with the 250,000 
bushels of wheat alleged by Mr. 
Cowie to have been grown in the dis- 
trict, he can find only 39,506 bushels, | 
(which include all Alberta north of 
the twelfth coreetion line), - threshed 
by the threshers, and ten per cent 
frozen in the ears. 


Had the president of the Edmonton 
board of trade taken the trouble, 
in the first place, to go to the millers 
and the other few buyers for a state- 
ment, he would not have needed to 
make that report’ which was as 
foolish as it was false. Foolish, be- 
cause it gave the farmer the impres- 
sion that too much wheat was being 
grown, and thus tended to discourage 
the sowing of wheat this spring. 


If more mills are wanted the best way 
to encourage the building of them is 
| to encourage in every way possible, 
the production of good wheat. I can 
assure the board of trade that the 
heats of good mulling wheat was 

quite insufficient for the requirements 
of fthe mills. It is to the interest of 
millers as well as all business men to 
encourage the culture of good wheat 
= a much larger scale than hereto- 
are,
